When in 1945, the Russians 
neared that front, the Ameri- 
cans succeeded in rescuing some 
130-odd scientists. None wished to 
be captured by the Soviet troops. 
The Russians succeeded, of 
course, in taking some scientific 
prisoners, who have made a con- 
tribution to their science. 

But, none matched Von Braun. 
He could have produced, with all 
the help given him, an Army suc- 
cess almost two years ago. But 
orders were given making the 
Navy responsible. The Jupiter is, 
therefore, a thunderbolt which 


all cithers who believed in Von 
Braun. 

It is a matter of pride to most 
Americans, save, of course, those 
of the Ku Klux Klan and “‘master 
race’’ mentality, that our history 
has been one of great contribu- 
tions by newcomers to our nation 
and what we call its dream.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Feb. 2—The United States could have 
fired an earth satellite in September 1956, beating the Rus- 
sians in the space exploration field by a year, according to 
the Army Ballistics Missiles Agency director of research projects. 

Dr. Ernst Stuhlinger, German-born scientist, told The At- 
lanta Constitution that the Army fired a Jupiter-C missile in the 
fall of 1956 that traveled 3,000 miles. 

“It was very similar to the Jupiter-C fired Friday,” Dr. 
Stuhlinger said. With only slight modification, he said, the mis- 
sile could have been used to put an earth satellite into space. 

“This one (the 1956 missile) could have launched the satel-

Jjand Dr., NW, taped the four 
signals of information the satel- 
lite is broadcasting on 108.03 
megacycles. The signals were of 
the sound-wave length announced 
by the government. 

“The three lower pitched sig- 
nals make a note similar in 
sound to the musical note D in 
the second octave above middle 
C,” Ellis said. “The high pitched 
intermittent note, which is send- 
ing information about cosmic 
rays, is about F in the third oc- 
tave above middle C.”’ 

Ellis said that the three lower 
notes were relaying information 
about temperatures outside the 
satellite, inside it and the inci- 
dence of micro-meteorites that 
the satellite encounters. 

. The first recording was made at 
7:47 Saturday night while the 
satellite was some 700 miles 
away, according to Ellis’ figures.

Nixon Warns 
U.S. Against 
‘Optimism’

Jackson (D-Wash.) said today the 
United States should be able to 
send a rocket to the moon within 
“‘a few months.” Classified esti- 
mates about when this country 
should be able to send a manned 
satellite to the moon, he added, 
showed it could be done sooner 
than generally suspected. 


The time “is not far away” 
when a manned satellite could be 
launched toward the moon, the 
senator told a television audience. 
“The exact time given to us is 
classified. It’s shorter than you 
think. A beginning has been 
made.” 


NIXON CAUTIONS 


At tne same time Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon cautioned the Amer- 
ican public against excessive op- 
timism in the wake of the suc- 
cessful launching of the country’s 
first earth satellite, Explorer. 


Accelerated efforts to improve 
the quality American science 
and technology should not be al- 
lowed to slow down in a sudden 
outburst of national euphoria, he 
said. 

The Explorer, which has given 
this capital its greatest elation 
since October, completed its 25th 
orbit around the earth at about 
midnight tonight. Thus far, only 
one reported visual sighting has 
been accepted as authentic by 
the Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory in Cambridge, Mass.

The senator who made this 
proposal asked that his name not 
be used at this time because he 
had not yet discussed the plan 
with members of the joint com- 
mittee who are studying the Stone 
Mountain project. 

He said, however, that he be- 
lieved the compromise would ap- 
peal to both the Vandiver and 
Griffin forces in the legislature. 

Stone Mountain’s purchase is 
one of Gov. Griffin’s state of the 
state recommendations. Lt. Gov. 
Vandiver is also on record as 
favoring the project but has urged 
caution on any type of additional 
state spending. 

Supporters of the project, who 
come from both sides of the 
political fence, have privately 
been expressing fear that the 
present ‘‘anti’” mood of the leg- 
islature might hurt their chances. 

They are also afraid some as-

USA. In 1950, the Army moved 
its missile program here. 
Rocket City people like to brag 
about how fast their city has 
grown. They point out the popu- 
lation in 1950 was only 16,492 
and, according to a special cen- 
sus in 1956, leaped to 58,493. 


However, they don’t bring ‘up 
the point that in 1950, Huntsville 
city limits covered only about 
four square miles and that now, 
because of annexation, has 37. 
The Huntsville city directory for 
1947 gave the population for the 
whole area as 38,620. 

With the growth of the Army’s 
missile program here, Huntsville 
changed from a textile and farm 
trading center to a city with a 
cosmopolitan flavor. 

The core of the city retains. 
some of its county seat charac- 
ter because of the courthouse 
with its statue of a Confederate 
soldier standing “‘at ease” in the 
center of the square. But around 
and outside the square, you'll 
find shops and buildings that 
would look good on Peachtree 
street. 

The court house square is the 
focal point of the city for any 
gathering. A lady with a bent 
for Huntsville history said merry 
crowds gathered there to cele- 
brate the ends of World War I 
and II. Other mass gatherings 
occured during the Civil War 
when Yankee soldiers set fire to 
the north side (approximately 
enough) of the square and when 
Gen. Nathan Bedford Forrest 
made a brief visit. 

Huntsville, despite its high 
percentage of military personnel, 
doesn’t look like other cities near 
Army camps. For the number of 
troéps around, there is an un- 
usually small number of beer 
joints, tattoo parlors and other 
lures for the soldier’s dollar. 


“That’s because of the type of 
men you have in the missile 
field,” an observant Huntsville 
resident said. “The average sol- 
dier here has 13 years of educa- 
tion. At most Army camps, it’s 
at least half that. Here, you 
have some privates first class 
with Ph.

Made It at Last! 


; The dramatic moment Friday night 
When President Eisenhower announced 
launching of America’s first earth satellite 
served notice not only to the Soviet 
tnion but to all our allies that the 
United States is in the space race to stay. 
‘ Its effect on our own people will be 
ne of reassurance. At the same time, 
Ys international impact will do much 
to restore confidence in U. S. ability and 
leadership. It will give a boost to our 
efforts to regain our top position in 
écientific development and a lift to sag- 
ging free world morale. 

Let no one lose sight of the fact that 
eur first satellite is now orbiting the earth 
17 weeks after the first Russian “moon” 
guccessfully was launched. There is little 
eonsolation in the. knowledge that we 
could have beat them to it. We were 
Caught napping—a practice in which we 
cannot afford to indulge in the intensively 
competitive age into which we are 
moving. 

Both Russian satellites are much larger 
than our first, which weighs only 30.8 
pounds. Apparently ours is better de- 
gigned to do the job for which it was 
intended—to gather data about outer 
space for scientific purposes during this 
geophysical year. 

The United States finally has demon- 
strated that it has the rocket and the 


fuel to launch such satellites. The “Ex-~ 


plorer” was started on its journey by the 
Army’s Jupiter-C missile—which has 
been around for quite awhile. The Army 
Maintains it could have launched a satel- 
lite at least two years ago had it been 
permitted to do so. 

Announcing of plans to launch addi- 
tional such space vehicles in the near 
future also is encouraging. The speedup 
in missiles and rockets development may 
make it possible to match the Russians 
goon in both size and quantity. It is not 
idle talk to suggest that we must or face 
further loss of prestige in the eyes of 
the world. 

Perhaps the most significant fact is 
that the United States now knows it can 
¢atch up with the Rugsians in rockets 
and missiles if the effort is made. There 
are hints from Moscow that its interconti- 
nental ballistic missile will be in opera- 
tional use this year. Best evidence indi- 
cates that on present schedules the United 
States will not reach that stage before 
1960. 

Because we, too, have launched an 
earth satellite is no reason for dragging 
our feet and relaxing into that fateful 
apathy which already has cost us 60 
dearly. These missiles and development of 
defense against them will determine the 
world’s fate. Whether we are destroyed 
by the Russians still will depend upon our 
ability to defend ourselves and to re- 
taliate with devastating power. 

We have every reason to be jubilant 
today but let us not in our jubilation 
assume that the job has been done, It's 
still ahead.

Senate Should Avoid 
Postal Rate Increase 


. There are more sensible and cer- 
tainly more popular ways to cope with 
the Post Office Department's annual fi- 
mancial straits than to increase postal 

ates as proposed. - | 
' The administration advocates a five- 
t stamp for first-class mail. A Senate 
ttee has been conducting hearings 


on a measure, approved by the House last 
year, which would increase the price of 
stamps to four cents. 


The Senate needs to take into con- 
sideration several factors before acting. 

First, the amount of the so-called 
postal deficit depends upon how one looks 
at it. The Post Office Department is as- 
signed extracurricular activities ranging 
from selling duck-hunting permits to reg- 
istering aliens. Other governmental de- 
partments should contribute from their 
own appropriations toward financing such 
services or be made to perform those du- 
ties themselves and let the post office 
devote its entire time to handling the 
mail. 

Another thing to be . 2membered is 
that the Post Office Depa.iment was es- 
tablished as a service to the people; not 
to make money for the government. That 
should still be the intent.

Let Any Study Group 
First Ferret Out Waste 


The proposal to set up a 13-man joint 
committee of the Georgia House and Sen- 
ate to study ways to finance additional 
demands for state services has much 
merit. Its value is clouded, though, by 
the fact the next Assembly will be a new 
one. 
By all means, any such study should 
include ways to save money within the 
present tax structure without crippling 
essential services. Certainly economy 
should be a big part of such a commit- 
tee’s work. 

In the aftermath of the rural roads 
controversy, for instance, it is more dif- 
ficult to see how the proposed 50-million- 
dollar bond issue could have been fi- 
nanced. As pointed out in Gov. Griffin's 
budget message, existing programs will 
call for additional spending in the neigh- 
borhood of 20 million dollars. This does 
not include new spending proposals fac- 
ing the Assembly at this time. 

Lt. Gov. Vandiver pointed out in a 
weekend message to legislators: another 
important fact. While the present debt 
amounts to 285. million dollars, there are 
other authorizations for bonds which have 
not yet been contracted by various au- 
thorities of the state government. 

This newspaper currently is being ac- 
cused of being against rural roads by 
those who attempted to put over this 
costly political measure. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The Constitution 
was crusading for good roads before many 
members of the current Legislature were 
born, This stand has been consistent 
through the years. 

But we also have stood for fiscal re- 
sponsibility. We have favored and still 
favor a system for building rural roads 
and others on a basis of need, population 
and mileage rather than through the po- 
litical method of exchanging votes for 
roads and of buying counties through 
road deals. This highly expensive and 
wasteful method has not succeeded in 
getting the state out of the mud but it 
has cost the taxpayers dearly. 

Any legislative committee set up to 
examine state finances would find a fer- 
tile field for effecting economies by study- 
ing road-building ‘practices. It could re- 
sult in more and better roads for our 
money. 

Wary Georgians, remembering the 
economy study committee and the tax- 
raising session of the Legislature which 
accompanied it, will wonder, of course, 
if the proposed committee is intended to 
pave the way for another round of tax 
increases. But if it is intended to re- 
store legislative responsibility for spend- 
ing of state funds, they will heartily ap- 
prove.

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Atlantan Says Post Office Was Created 
To Serve People, Not To Make a Profit 


Atlanta—The increase in postal 
rates as advocated by the post- 
master general would play havoc 
with many businesses and would 
put a burden on individuals that 
would mean taxation without rep- 
resentation. 


For example, first-class mail 
under present-day conditions pays 
its way. On the other hand there 
are services rendered that are in 
the public interest and the public 
should pay rather than business. 
A careful survey shows that dur- 
ing the fiscal year of 1955 the 
Post Office Department had a 
deficit of $362,700,000. However, 
it showed the public welfare costs 
add up to more than the deficit, 
a total of $382,400,000. 

In 89 out of the 105 years from 
1851 to 1956 the Post Office re- 
ported a “‘deficit.” 

Our Post Office is older than 
our nation. Even before the 
Declaration of Independence was 
framed the Continental Congress 
legislated on postal rates. The 
Continental Congress made it 
clear its motive was not revenue 
but to provide a communications 
system which would aid in build- 
ing a nation. That service came 
first and revenue second was 
made plain in these words: 

“Tf the necessary expense shall 
exceed the produce, the deficien- 
cy shall be made good by the 
United Colonies.”

The Soviet Sputniks have dram- 
atized what seemed to many of- 
ficials here the fallacy of the the- 
ory that the Soviet Union is a 
backward industrial nation that 
can compete in the race for mod- 
ern weapons and export markets 
only through the skills and trade 
of the Western world. 

Meanwhile all the industrial 
nations of the. West, including the 
United States, are looking for 
new markets. — 

The East-West trade question is 
largely separate from the contro- 
versy over the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act, but both have 
zealous opponents on Capitol Hill

over once more today the old 
truth that a country cannot ex- 
pect to sell abroad if it will not 
buy from abroad and that it can- 
not expect to avoid the economic 
and political consequences if it 
tries. 

*“‘We must recognize,”’ the Pres- 
ident said, ‘“‘the growing capacity 
of the Soviet Union in the eco- 
nomic field. 

“The Soviet capacity to export 
is matched by its capacity and 
willingness. to import. It is in- 
creasingly offering to import the 
surpluses of non -Communist 
states. In this way it seeks to 
tie such states to the Soviet orbit 
and to exploit the trade difficulties 
of the free world.” 

Nevertheless, the trend is mov- 
ing against the : administration’s 
foreign aid and liberal trade poli- 
cies in the agencies. Rising un- 
employment at home has raised 
the old cry. for protection against 
foreign competition, and this is 
particularly marked in the South, 
which was once the strongest free 
trade area in the land. 

Compared with all this, the 
noise on Capitol Hill over missiles 
and defense is misleading. Ey- 
erybody is for more missiles but 
the divisions on economic policy 
are deep and wide.

The tide is changing in mental illness. Many pa- 
tients. once considered hopeless, are being restored to 


their jobs and families. It is 


reasonable to assurhe that 


with modern methods of treatment, the mentally ill can 


come back, provided they get 
in time. 

The tranquilizers deserve 
some of the credit. They are 
most effective among  high- 
strung, aggressive, and de- | 
structive mental patients. | 
Some institutions are using 5° | 
per cent less restraint than pre- 
viously. But these drugs are not 
cure-alls ang are not a substi- 
tute for shick treatment and 
psychotherapy in some condi- 
tions. 

The tranquilizers are less val- 
uable in severe depressions. The 
psychiatrist still must be able to 
penetrate the shell that keeps 
these individuals out of touch 
with reality. It is here that shock 
treatment helps most; tranquiliz- 
ers make this form of therapy 
easier to take. 

The aftercare of patients re- 
leased from mental institutions 
cannot be neglected. It is not 
easy for these individuals to go 
back to the same problems that 
contributed to their illness origi- 
nally. Unless treatment is con- |

A Dream 
Of Apples 


A man fs no bigger than his dreams, it said right there in the 
book. And I hastily stuffed the seed catalogue under my pillow. 
If it applies at all, that saying about the measure of a man 
and his dreams, I suppose it applies to women, too. And in these 
days of capricious, moody rainstorms and freezes and sweet 
sunny afternoons when the clouds meander around the blue sky 
like so many little white lambs, I hate to tell you what I dream of. 
Apple trees. 


A body, as our friend the beekeeper is wont to say, ought to 
concern hisself about the world. At least, I reckon so. If you're a 
dreamer of any stature at all I suppose you dream of world peace 
and the brotherhood of man or something like that. Me, I keep 
thinking of ... 

Apple trees. 

To a child who grew up in south Alabama where most of the 
trees are pine and liveoak, an apple tree is a tree as wondrously 
gilded by legend as something out of Greek mythology. 


In my day we had our orange trees. At least they were sat- 
suma oranges and they flourished for a few years before a killing 
frost got them. We had fig trees and pomegranate trees and Jap- 
anese persimmons and probably other fruits that seem fairly exotic 
up here. 

But the trees in all the books I read were appie trees. Tiie giris 
in the Louise M. Alcott books climbed up in apple trees to ex- 
change confidences and to find peace and privacy for reading. 
Some children even had tree houses in apple trees. (The best 
I could do was a chinquapin tree and in the fall the burrs were 
so hard on the feet a child would have to take to wearing shoes 
before first frost! ) 


I saw my first apple tree when I was full grown and the en- 
chantment has neither waned nor dimmed. The apple orchards in 
the mountains are the prettiest things in the spring and again in 
the fall that anybody could ask to see. The old trees that still 
stand guard by abandoned home places or falling down old log 
cabins are beautiful even in the winter when they’re stripped of 
everything but gray-green lichens. 

When we first acquired our mountain estate on Holly Creek I 
exulted: “‘Three-quarters of an acre... we'll have an apple or- 
chard!” 


Our mountain friends laughed and pointed out that we'd have 
to cut down a small forest of dogwood and poplar, hemlock and 
pine and hickory and oak to get enough sunlight for even a cou- 
ple of apple trees. 

Well, cutting down any tree is an execution to me. I couldn’t do 
it. So I've dreamed along and harangued my mountain advisers to 
figure out some other way I could have an apple tree. 


“You don’t just plant apple trees and go off to Atlanta and 
leave them,” they pointed out. ‘“‘An apple tree has to be pruned 
and sprayed and in the summer when droughts come, you'd have to 
water it.” 

“I don’t want that kind of apple tree,” I protested. “I want 
the kind the early settlers brought over the mountains by oxcart. 
A tree that’s tough and independent and will take care of itself.” 


‘You'll get knotty, wormy apples—if you get any apples at all,”’ 
my friends warned. 

“That's all right,” I said. ‘I'd have pink blooms in the spring 
and some apples sometime.” 

It's the kind of fool notion somebody who lives in a six-unit 
county would harbor, my mountain neighbor agreed. But because 
they are friendly, hospitable souls who like even part-time moun- 
tain residents to be happy, they have finally helped me pick a 
place where one and possibly two apple trees might have a fight- 
ing chance. The last time I was in the mountains the ground was 
frozen hard and planting a tree was out of the question. 

So now I watch the weather and read the seed catalogues and 
dream. Stayman Winesap, York, Detroit Red, Yates ... such 
pretty names, such a nice dream, as small dreams go.

I want to make some observations now on old 
age, the golden years which so many dread and 
detest. r 
I have seen hundreds of women in open re- 
bellion against aging and I have been astounded 
by their attitude. No time of life seems to me 
_— rich and blessed than those years after 

In our society, unlike some that are more 
dignified and gentle, people facing old age are 
filled with fear. Sometimes they are careful to 
keep their fright submerged, a stoic tendency 
that has the power to erode mind and body. 
Partly they fear oncoming frailties; they also 
cringe from what seems the looming possibility 
of being unnecessary and unloved. 

They are clutched by panic that warps their 
every attitude. 

It is impossible to win a fight against old age 
and the first lesson for all of us, for we are all 
growing old, is this: Acceptance. It’s self-de- 
stroying play-acting to struggle against aging, 
and an enchanting victory to give in with good 
humor. 

Old people are full of disabilities that are as 
apparent as their gray hair. Various parts of 
their interiors need constant persuasion in order 
to work properly, and their limbs are full of 
twinges. Their knees creak.a bit when they move 
and their minds are likely to be shaky in the 
morning, with a trace of rheumatism. 

None of these is worthy of the continuous at- 
tention some people pay them. The minor infir- 
mities of aging are natural consequences of living 
past middle years and should be accepted with 
the same grace that one accepts the frailties of a

beloved friend. The main stream of life shouldn't 
be damned with fruitless complaining over trivial 
discomforts. Let pills and electric blankets work 
their wonders and get on with living. 

The years after 60 are sometimes blessed with 
the beginning of a marriage that has suffered 
from abuse and irritation for many decades. 
In the fine, quiet years of old age, the man and 
wife learn companionship and affection for per- 
haps the first time. Drawn together by their com- 
mon interest in the progress of their children 
they find new value in their union. As they break 
down a little in vitality and health—the husband 
with his touch of gout and the wife with her 
rheumatism—they become gentle in mutual sym- 
pathy. 

It is time, when people reach their 60s, to give 
up the strain of a heavy, complex occupation and 
substitute a new, lighter activity. For women, 
volunteer work can be perfection. There are 
hundreds of jobs for capable, knowing hands 
and the patience and experience of an older 
woman. 

Retirement is, of course, harder for a man. 
When a man retires it is as if the main switch 
of his life is turned off and he stands empty- 
handed. His concentration on success has ex- 
cluded all other interests, sometimes even his 
family. He has no other resources as a woman 
has, and he collapses with retirement, ages ev- 
ery day, and wills himself to die.

Most men facing retirement should find a 
job to oecupy them that doesn’t involve the 
physical endurance and nervous frustration better 
carried by younger men. Some men can turn hap- 
pily to gardens and I know one ulcer-ridden 
executive who discovered that he was a fine 
carpenter and has filled his children’s homes 


with tables and bookcases they couldn’t afford 
to buy. Such men wear leisure becomingly and 
look younger with the passing years. Retirement, 
I feel, means a new adventure in living—not 
a stopping. 

The first human necessity for a retired per- 
son is a home to cherish. It is a bitter dose for 
anyone to become dependent. 

Many young people, moved by the violent 
emotion that follows a death in the family, urge 
the remaining parent to join their household. 
Don’t be hasty. I say this for the sake of the 
older person. ‘No one should remove an aging 
person’s independence from them without real- 
izing that there is a risk of blighting that per- 
son’s existence. The older man or woman is far 
better off with fewer material advantages in a 
place where independence of behavior is possible 
than in the most elegant room in a home where 
conformity with local rules is required. 

Understand this: Old people, most of them, 
are full of complaints. This is as natural a part 
of their psychology as arguments are to children. 
It’s a form of attention-getting and should be 
treated mellowly, particularly by visiting mem- 
bers of the family. The older person can re- 
member when he was healthy, sturdy, busy, and 
needed; his present existence cannot possibly 
look as good. 


| Old Age Is No Cause for Rebellion 


Disabilities, both mental and physical, vary 
greatly both in the age of onset and the speed 
with which they increase. For many old persons 
there comes a time When they must be cared 
for in a convalescent hospital or nursing nome. 
Face this situation in time and with realistic 
insight. If nursing care and safety precautions are 
necessary, never hesitate to take them to an in- 
stitution properly equipped to give it. They will 
be happier and more content. 

Younger people must reassure their elders 
that they are still needed, as indeed they are. 
Old people give their grandchildren the sense of 
constancy of family and race that makes the 
ground firm beneath their feet. An old woman 
with her grandchild is beautiful to see. 

I remember my old mother with my 3-year- 
old niece at her knee. They were content to sit 
like that without words; the old woman moved 
slowly and the little girl couldn’t express herself 
very well, but had a communion, 

I know of a grandfather in another neigh- 
borhood who teaches children in his area to rec- 
ognize and value birds. No one else has the time 
and the patience, but he has both. 

There is a saying that the good die young. It 
means that the good are always young in spirit, 
no matter when they die. Old people must have 
this young spirit, the kind of outlook that de- 
lights in the new day and its gifts—friends, 
laughter, flowers, a yellow leaf, fresh snowfall. 
The struggle and confusion of being young are 
over and the moments of great gaiety and tri- 
umph are gone too. Memories are left and the 
wisdom that can only come with many defeats 
and victories.

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Gasoline Has 
Hich Octane 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 —Reg- 


ular-price gasoline now sold at 
the average service station has 
a much higher octane rating than 
premium-price fuels had 10 years 
ago, the Bureau of Mines. 
today. 

Based on the latest survey, the 
Bureau said that last summer 
the average regular-price gasoline 
had an octane rating of 89.8, or 


almost four points higher than 


that of the premium gasoline of 
1947. The 89.8 was up one point 
from the avereage in the sum- 
mer of 1956. 


In fact, last year’s motorists 
occasionally could find regular- 
price gasoline with an octane 
rating of 94 or slightly higher, 
whereas only a single sample 
of premium gasoline among the 
many hundred collected in 1947 
ran that high. 


The survey, conducted in co- 
operation with the American Pe- 
troleum Institute, covered 5,546 
samples collected from large and 
small service stations in all parts 
of the country. 

No price comparisons were. 
given. 

Last summer’s premium-price 
gasoline had an average octane 
rating of 97.6, up 1.2 points from 
the summer of 1956. 

In 1947, the average rating for 
premium-price gasoline was 85.9 
and for regular it averaged 80.2.

the Soviet submarine construction 
program has been markedly 
slowed—if not halted. Construc- 
tion of all large submarines ap- 
pears to have been stopped. The 
supposition is that a shift to nu- 
clear-powered and missile-carry- 
ing submarines is being made. 
Today, the Soviet has about 475 
submarines—more than one-third 
of them long-range types. This 
huge undersea fleet compares 
with about 170 to 200 Russian sub- 
marines in commission at the 
beginning of World War Ii—then 
as now by far the largest sub- 


marine fleet in the world. Yet the | 


Soviet’s submarine achievements 
during the war were almost negli- 
gible. 

None of the Russian submarines 
in commission is nuclear-pow- 
ered, whereas the United States 
has three submarines with nu- 
clear engines in commission and 
16 more building or authorized. 
The great advantage of the nu- 
clear-powered submarine is its 
capability to cruise submerged 
indefinitely. 

The Soviet’s submarnie missile 
threat is more future than pres- 
ent. That the Soviet is thinking of 
the future is fairly clear. Moscow 
has been conducting an extensive 
oceanographic and hydrographic 
Survey of the world’s seas. Some 
30 Soviet hydographic ships are 
charting the ocean’s depths and 
currents and gathering informa- 


tion important to submerged sub- 
marine operations. One has, even 


piloted bombers. 

The Soviet, in any case, has 
not made any numerical cut in 
her armed forces comparable to 
those that brought U.S. forces 
to their post-Korea low at 2,658,- 
313 (on Nov. 30, 1957). Moscow 
has thrice announced cuts in her 
military strength—a reduction of 
640,000 in September, 1955; a 
second cut, of 1,200,000, in May, 
1956, and 300,000 more an 
nounced in January. 

It is possible that cuts have 
been made, but best estimates 
are that the Soviets total strength

Yemen in Arab Union 


Whether Yemen would join in 
the union or merely federate was 
not clear. By federating, Yemen’s 
king, Imam Ahmed, would retain 
his throne. 

The spokesman said the crown 
prince of Yemen, Seif el Islam 
el Badr, was expected in Cairo 
“in a matter of hours and will 
announce that Yemen will adhere 
to the republic,” proclaimed only 


yesterday. The Yemen legation 
said it had no information on the 
matter. 

Radio Cai vaid tonight the 
prince will arrive Monday. 

If Yemen joined the union, it 
would become one country with 
Egypt and Syria. That would put 
an end to the ancient Yemen 
monarchy. 

It was considered highly un- 


likely that the Imam, who rules 


the mountainous kingdom with an 
iron hand, would relinquish his 
throne. Yemen is one of the few 
absolute monarchies left in the 
world. | 

In their proclamation, President 
Shukri Kuwatly of Syria and 
President Nasser left “the door 


‘open for participation by any Arab 


state desirous of joining them in 
the union” or federating. 

It had been expected all along 
that anti-Western Yemen would 
join eventually. It is surprising, 
however, an announcement might 
come so soon. 

Yemen, on the big Arabian 
Peninsula, has maintained close 
ties with Egypt and has readily 
joined in military and other pacts 


sponsored by Nasser. 

The Imam is the leader of the 
Islam Zaidi religious sect which 
has ruled Yemen for more than 
1,000 years. He reigns over 4% 
million persons in an agricultural 
country about the size of South 
Dakota. 

Separating Egypt from Yemen 
is the vast oil-rich kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia, whose ruler, King 
Saud, is friendly to the United 
States. : 

Yemen has no overland direct 
land link with Egypt or Syria. 
However, it has a clear way up 
the Red Sea to the Suez Canal. 
Across the Red Sea f Yemen 
is the Sudan, an Arab gation with
